In ail iirtick' on the aliolitiou of uor- 
]ioreal pimisliuKuitiu Kussfiia the Molva 
atates that since 1861 only the peasants 
"have been treated to tlie stick, and only 
iii"e2treme cases when other arguments 
}ir»yo failed. Tf so, one might ask how 
about the bircliings to which even peo- 
ple of rank arc said, ou good authority, 
to have been subjected on the quiet, as 
a gentle reuiindor not to do it again. 
Xbe."8tat9mont.roeently published in the 
*'trord Deiit^che AUijemeine Zeituwi that 
' two well-known ladie.s in St. Peters- 
burg, jNladamc IIoticin and iMadauie 
PiiiLOSOFOi'i', liad boca arrc-^tod for 
complicity in tlie mysterious attempt 
upon the life of Cieneral DiucKNiiLX, is 
slightly inaccurate. These two gentle- 
women have been arrested, but their 
oflenco is not that referred to in the 
above-mentioned tJermuu newspaper. 
The following are the facts as they have 
since transpired : 'I'here are in St. 
Petei-sburg a number of benevolent 
. societies wliose object is .to aid the 
»-'studlehts at the university and colleges. 
The Eussian student, be it understood, 
is generally far from well oil". His 
parents, as a rule, belong to the pdilc 
hounjcoisiv, whose means are .scarcely

-afford the additional o.-cpense entailed 
by an acadeiuic curoer. Iteiice 
the forinatioii in all large univer- 
sity towns of lieue\oleut societies, 
svhich frequently maintain altogothor, 
and generally aid in many other ways, 
promising and impecunious young 
students. Of one of those meritorious 
_oharil'ible organizations Mesdames Bot- 
"•klN'S and riiiLOSOFori' aro provincial 
m^n.bcr.s. Among the students these 
lui'.ies jiave assisted with money and 
.advioc arc naturally enough many who 
have been arrested for their presumed 
eoniicotion with the Nihilist organiza- 
tion. Among the papers found in tlio 
posBes.jion of tiiose suspected etwlUuLts 
are letters from the ladies abovo-nauied 
coiUr-iuing promises of assistance. In 
oiie case iMadame Botkixs writes; 
"ALiiXis Di.MiTJtic'.Kw — I shall do all 
thuclloj in my power to aid the at- 
tvan.ant of your wish." On another 
student M-as found a note from iSladime 

PiriL.jSO-oFF to "IVA.V IVANOWITCIl," 

in which slie says: "Iiest |)erfectly as- 
sured I shall secure you the appoint- 
ment as tutor." Surely, under the 
oircumstances, the.se letters would ex- 
iilain thcnisolves. Nevertheles.s, the 
Eussian authorities construe the con- 
duet of tlieso ladies as evidence of 
direct intercourse with the Nihilists, 
and communications which to an or- 
dinary individual would seem perfectly 
clear and convincing, are interpreted 
into important documents, covering 
secret conspiracies against the safety 
•>f th'? State. 



Particulars of tho Great Soat Baco. 



The Toronto Globe's cablegram furn- 
iahes the following additional particu- 
lars of the race between Hanlan and 

Elliott; 

At about 12:10, wlieu u ligiit easter- 
ly breeze was barely rullling the sur- 
face of the water, Elliott suddenly ap- 
peared amid loud cheering, and [mllcd 
up to the referee's boat, where in a 
somewhat defiant tone he oflered to take 
three to one that he .should lead all the 
way. This quasi-eliallenge was receiv- 
fd with a silence that was absolutely 
disheartening — to his backers at least. 
. A burst of clieering announced tJic 
fixny&l of Hanlan. The Toronto 
champion came through the High 
licvol Bridge, linving embarked on the 
•j ■uth or Durham side of the Tyiie. He 
lifted liis hat to his friends on the cut- 
tsr, and twice waved it over his liead 
in response to the cliccrs. His modesty 
of mien was again tlie subject of much 
remark amongst the pitmen, who are 
themselves by no moans conspicuous 
for the quality, "ide'sa teucli (tough) 
'jii to tackle is thou," was, ]iowe\'er, the 
general verdict. "But wur (our) hinny 
'uU dew fur uu, you'll see," was the 
thought that seemed to console them. 
Both men showed in first- I'ate condition, 
and at the last moment Elliott went up 
slightly in fa\ or. 

After three false starts were made 
chey got away on equal Lcrins, amid 
■jiies of "They're ofl'; they're oil." At 
th.; third stroke Ifaiilaii licgan to forge 
ahead of his comjjctitor, .shooting along 
at a rapid pace, and passing him idinost 
as easily as a steam vessel does a sail- 
ing boat. Hanlan rowed forly-two 
strokes to the minute, and within 
u very short time he was two 
lengths ahead. In the first mile, 
when he had reached the lead 
works adjoining Clark's foundry, 
Lolow Rcdheugli Bridge, ho led by four 
Icngthp and was iniving Elliott the wash 
.of • his boat. The latter was pulling 
vrjgoi'on^I}', but his edbrts were of no 
avail. Meanwhile the crowd in the 
boatj find ou either shore kept uttering 
loud shouts of encouragement to the 
Tynesidor and urging him on to great- 
er oxr. tion. It was, however, of no 
ijse, ;:b Hanlan was evidently rowing a 
winrdng race. Elliott was hugging tho 
shWi al. Elswick gangway, and Han- 
lan, finding the race safe, reduced his 
stroke to thirty-two. Elliott, mean- 
while, was rowing at thirty-five, and 
be;;irir..ing to show evidence of rowing 
wildly. His steering was very faulty, 
v,-1iile Hnnlan's was (t.vcellont. Passing 
Armstrong's Crane, tlicre was no dif- 
i'orcnce in tho relative positions of the 
tw.o.iaen, The reforeo's boat was about 
a qttarter of a mile behind on the south 
of ttie island known as the King's 
Itftiadows. The water was as smooth 
!is on a rrdll-pond. At the head of the 
Me-idows Hanlan was rowing thirty- 
two strokes and Elliott thirty-six, and 
htJing-.by five, lengths. - ^VliCn pff.Ben; 
w(.U boat-house, ftilittle' Ti'eyond ' Parii- 



dise Quay, Hanlan stopped rowing to 
look round him, in order that ho 
"Mght ascertain the distance ho had yet 
to row. About this time a silence as^ 
of death took the .plac'S' of the'.'former 
deafening din, as it was clear the 
Champion of England would bear that 
proud title no longer, and that he had 
been defeated almost without an eSbrt 
by the Canadian oarsman. 

After smiling pleasantly to those on 
shore Hanlan took to his oars again, 
and began rowing with all his might 
to make up for lost time. The gap 
between him and Elliott was .soon in- 
creased, and amid deafening plaudits 
he rowed under Scotswood Bridge, 
winning tho race^sorao: say by eight, 
some by ten, and .some by eleven 
lengths. 

The struggle throughout had been of 
tho keenest, and during the whole race 
Elliott did his utmost to win. Hau- 
lan's final spurt was certainly one of 
his most magnificent efforts, and cer- 
tainly the grandest piece of rowing 
ever seen on English waters. He re- 
ceived a splendid ovation as he rowed 
through Scotswood^Bridge, tho winner 
of the championship, seemingly with- 
out turning a hair. Yet as he ste]i[)cd 
on board the referee's boat ho said it 
had been the hardest race lie [ever pul- 
led. The Tynesiders admit that every- 
thing was fair and squ:ire and that 
the best man won. They looked ou 
Hanlan's sculling as phenomenal — at 
least they mean that, though their 
mode of expressing their opinion is in 
terms not (piite .so scientific or so 
lengthy. They admit with a sigh that 
he thoroughly defeated England's best 
man. Th(! length of the course was 
;i miles ,370 yards. The time was 21 
111. 1 .sec., the first mile being doiio in 
Oni. Hi sec. In the evening when 
Hanlan entered the Chronicle ofHce, a 
large crowd gathered outside and 
cheered loudly. Hanlan appeared to 
acknowledge the reception, and said he 
was proud to say lie had been man 
enough to win the proud title of Cham- 
pion of England. Ho had beaten tho 
best man he ever rowed against.

Arohbisliop Segrliors at Fortland. 

Upon tho arrival of Archbishoj) Sogli- 
ors at Portland on Tuesday 3ie was accord- 
ed a public reception. TIio Oiegonian 
says a procession was formed witli a band 
at tho head and the Archbishop conduct- 
ed to tho new Cathedral, At tho door of 
tlie, Cathedral stood tho venerable and be- 
loved Archbishop Blanchet, with h's sac- 
erdotal robes and mitre on, and lidding 
in his hand a sceptre, waiting to receive 
and welcome tho now liialiop. As soon as 
Bishop Scghora stepped from tho carriage 
ho approached tho venerable archbisliop, 
and grasping his liand he kneeled and 
kisaod it. The archbishop kissed the 
new bishop, and then conducted him into 
tho church. Tho meeting between the 
two was very touching. Tlio laity then 
poured into tho auditorium until every 
available scat was occupied. Many being 
unable to obtain seats wore compollcil to 
stand along tho aiHles. After a siiort in- 
terval, the clergy filed in from tlio room 
in the rear of the Cathedral, and ranged 
tlieniselves about tho altar, which was 
lighted up for tlio occasion. On tlio loft 
hand sido of tho altar sat Arclibisliop 
Blanchot and on tlie right Bishop Soghers. 
Wien all were seated an appropriate selec- 
tion was rendered by tho choir. Rev. 
Fother Fierons, at tho conclusion of the 
ardibiallop's address, read a letter of 
welcome to Bisliop Soghora from tho 
clergy and laity of this diocese. At the 
close of the letter Bishop Segliors arose 
and responded to the addres.s of welcome. 
Ho is a pleasant, tUiont and we may tnith- 
fully add, eloquent speaker. In the course 
of hia remarks tlio new bishop alluded 
Tery liandsomoly to the cordial and 
hearty welcome accorded to him. He 
said it was as surprising as it was gratify- 
ing to him; that such a demonstration of 
welcome made liim feel tliat ho was at 
home in his new field of labor. He spoke 
at some' length of liis mission liere; of 
the purposes he desired and hoped to ho 
able to accomplish; that ho had hoped to 
apond tho remainder of his days al Vic- 
toria, but duty called liim to this diocese 
and he came willingly and cliocrfully, feel- 
ing that it was God'a work. Ho should 
strive to bring all tho forces of the church 
into harmonious action and thus increase 
its efficiency for good. Ho concluded hia 
eloquent address by touchingly alluding 
to the long life of service in behalf of tho 
Oatholio church of the voncrablo and well 
beloved archbishop. He said that ho 
should with tender solicitude care for 
him In his declining years, and hoped 
to be guided and directed in his groat 
Work by tho experience and judgment ol 
tho archbishop, for, he added, tho church 
must, for tho present, regard tho speaker 
as only a bishop.

Tho South d&ffiorioaA W&v. 

A cable dispatch from Callao, via Lon- 
don, Monday, alluding to the bombard- 
ment of Antofogasta by tho I'oruvian 
ship Huascar, says tho Star iind JL iahl 
has tho following in reference to tho 
afl'air; At Antofognsta tho Huaacar had a 
sharp engagement with the shore batteries, 
aoveral heavy Krupp guns being in posi- 
tion, and silenced their fire, but it waa 
found impossible to destroy the water 
condensei-a, ono of tho chiaf objects of tlio 
expedition, since having received forty- 
eight hours' notice of the approach of the 
ram, tho authorities bad time to efi'octual- 
ly protect these machines with jiiles of 
bags filled withsandand nitre. Tho Huascar 
captured two Chilean merehantahiiia load- 
ed with copper ore, and dispatched tbcin 
for Callao. She then cut tho cable lead- 
ing from Antofogasta to Caldera, and re- 
turned to Inquiqui, whoro she barely es- 
caped the Chilean aqimdron, tliose vessels 
appearing unexpectedly in tho oiling, but 
giving time to tho Huascar to avail hcr- 
solf of Jier superior speed and get to sea, 
exchanging .shots as she paased but with- 
out effect. 

Naval. — Admiralty instructions have 
been received at Portsiiioutli for the com- 
missioning of the unnnnored corvette J:iac- 
chanto', it being understood that she is 
recjuircd to take out the two sons of tho 
Prince of Wales on a Mediterranean 
cruise, for which purpose the command is 
expected to be conferred upon the present 
captain of tho training ship Britannia, 
Lord Ramsay. The Bacehant($ has only 
just been completed, having been launch- 
ed less than throe years ago, and is of 
nearly 4,000 tons displacement. She is. a 
splendid ahip of her class, mounts four- 
teen 90-cwt. guns and is armed with 
Whitehead toriiedoes and service outrig- 
ger torpedoes. At her six hours' ollieial 
trial she realized a speed of fifteen knots 
per hour.

Had 
he done kg lie would, unless altogethor 
o\orconio by (lovoninicnt patronage, 
have admittetl that tho projected nnd 
partlv-nuide road in tlio i-escrve, if con- 
tinued a.s laid out, necessitates the. cut- 
ting down of the only handsome oak 
trees afTording much-nccdcd sliado to 
the children within tlie school ground.s. 
11(! would also have admitted that if 
tlie roarl is intended for jiulilie trnflic it 
is a .serious mistake, as it will jeopar- 
dize the limbs of hundreds of children 
in their playground where they should 
be jiorfcctly secure from [lassiiig vehi- 
cles, ruul that if the road is intoiuled 
for a fari'i;iL,'e-way up to tlie soliool 
building, it is laid out and being made 
in tho wrong iilace. It should be al- 
tered and carried with a sweep around 
by tho Rchool entrance. If the latter 
is contemplntedl see no objection to it ; 
indeed, it is a pity tliat tho improve- 
ment was not inado at the tinio tho 
school building was erected. 'IMie C!ov- 
eriior, t ho Proinier and other l^rovin- 
cial notables could then have visitctl

Englisli MaU. 

(I'ur Stoamer Isabel.) 

The ajipointmont of Sir Garnet 
Wolseley to the chief command in 
South Africa, if it has given .satis- 
faction to the general public, has un- 
questionably increased the jealousy of 
Sir Garnet's professional bre'diren. 
Even amongst ollicors whose rank and 
experience gave them no title to rivalry 
it is angrily asked whether the British 
army consists of only one general, and 
whether all the loaves and fishes must 
go to a single individual. 

The annual demonstration of the 
Roman Catholic Temperance Society 
called the "League of the Cross" was 
held in llydc Park on tho afternoon of 
Whit jMonday, Cardinal Manning pre- 
siding. About twenty branches of the 
Ijcague Nvere represented, and several 
thousand persons assembled at tho Re- 
formers' tree. Cardinal Planning said 
that any society which had the forti- 
tude to keep its engagement in such 
miserable weather would no doubt at- 
tain the object of the institution, name- 
I3', a great reform in the licensing laws 
of the country. The Cardinal moved 
a resolution in favor of an efficient 
measure of local option, which was car- 
ried unanimously. 

A labouring man, named Kearney, 
aged 20, was charged at the Dublin 
police court with having wilfully murd- 
ered his mother by throwing her from 
the windosv of their lodgings — 21 feet 
from the ground. On being placed in 
tho dock, he cried bitterly, and stated 
that when ho returned home his moth- 
er, who had taken drink, said she 
would throw herself out of tho win- 
dow. She then removed tho sash and 
carried out her threat, exclaiming, 
"neighbours, catch niel" Evidence was 
given by iiiinatcs of tlin house proving 
that a heavy struggle had occurred in 
the prisoner's room — one women stat- 
ing that slio heard Mrs. Kearney cry, 
"Neighbours, save mo !" The prisoner 
on being arrested said, "I did not lay 
a hand on her." 

In Mr. Gladstone's premiership a 
singular incident occurred. Some one 
had insulted him by comparing liim to 
an attorney. It may be worth asking 
why it was that in a nation that has 
been made by lawyers, in a great 
measure, such a comparison should be 
odious, but it was apparently. The 
next day tlio offending member ro.se. 
He said that he had the day before 
given offence to the leader of tho Gov- 
ernment. He had compared him to an 
attorney — "a pettifogging attorney." 
He was sorry; — he desired; — and at 
this point the sympathetic and generous 
Ciladstone was half on his foot with a 
pleasant and benevolent expression 
ready to forget and forgive. But tho 
member went on to say that he de- 
sired to apologize — to the attorneys! 
Then Mr. Gladstone sat down again 
quickly with disgust on his face. 

At Manchester, a reporter at the 
Salford hospital, named Riley, is charg- 
ed with attempting to murder Frederick 
Dove by shooting at him in the street. 
The parties had been members of a 
Fenian organization, holding its meet- 
ings at a hall of which Dove was the 
keeper, and he had given some offence 
to his fellow-members. Having in 



memory the rescue of the Fenian lea- 
ders, Kelly and Deasy, and the attack 
on the prison van some twelve years 
ago, the police were present in the 
coiirt in large numbers with loaded re- 
volvers. 

In face of the wide-spread distress, 
arising from the depression of trade 
and the backward state of tho season, 
it is proposed to observe a day of nation- 
al humiliation, if not by . decree from 
Parliament, by tho action of the bishops 
through their several dioceses.
